1. {Currently Amended) An apparatus for recording video data on recording 
medium having a chapter information recording area v the apparatus comprising: 

a recording processor r ecording configured to record video data on the 
recording medium; 

a- pausing director directing a t e mp o rary halt of a recording operation to the 
recording processor; 

an input section configured to cause the recording processor to dire ct a 
temporary halt of a recording operation: 

a chapter manager configured to automatically s toring store a position 
information of the video data to the chapter information recording area as a chapter 
boundary information of the video data when a tJie recording proc e ss operation of the 
recording processor is temporarily halted by the input section and restarted after the 
temporary halt; and direction of th e pausing dir eetef 

a thumbnail setting section configured to set a top picture as a thumbnail image 
when the recording processor restarts the recording operation after the temporary halt, 

2. [Currently Amended) The apparatus according to claim 1, wherein the 
thumbnail setting section stores the thumbna il image on the recording medium, ferthef 
c omprising a thumbnail - creator oreating a Thumbnail form a top picture when the 
r ecording processor restarts the recording operation after the temporary halt . 

3. {Currently Amended) The apparatus according to claim 2, wherein the input 
section comprises a remote controller having a pa u se feature thumbnail creator stores a 
oreating thumbnail on the recordi a g - m e dium . 
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4. {Currently Amended) The apparatus according to claim 1, further comprising 
a pausing dir *r.t pr that automatically directs the recording processor to temporarily halt 
the recordiPff operation u p "" Hurting that an audio signal of the video data has 
^n flPd from a mnnophonic si ^al to a stereophonic wmal w l iu i oin the pausing 
t li i ootor including a rem o te c ontroller having a pause button .

6. (Currently Amended) A method of recording video data on recording 
medium having a chapter information recording area, the method comprising the steps 
ef: 

recording video data on the recording medium; 

temporarily halting a the recording operation of the rooording step; 

automatically storing a position information of the video data to in the chapter 
information recording area as a chapter boundary information of the video data when a 
the recording p rocess operation is temporarily halted an<j restarted: and

8. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 7, wherein the 
temporary halt™? of the recor d ?^ operation is initiated by a remote device fiw&e* 
sem prising a st e p of storing o creat e d thumbnail on th e re c ording medium . 

9. (New) The method according to claim 1, wherein the temporary halting of the 
recording option is initiated upon detectin g that an audio signal of the video data has, 
yhan pftH from a monoahonic signal to a ff ftreophonic signal. 
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
